Land for 
Hospital 
Purchased

Formal purchase of the 30- 
acre site for the new Watts 
Hospital has been announced I 
this week by Supervisor Ken­ 
neth Hahn

Hahn said the purchase by 
the county at "bargain rates" 
is the "most significant step' 
taken by the Board of Super­ 
visors in making this vitally, 
needed hospital a reality."

Although the land at 120th 
street and Wilmington avenue 
Is current'y valued at approx­ 
imately 130.000 an acre, the 
county was able to obtain it' 
for one-tenth that amount,! 
slightly above $3.000 an acre, 
under terms of a 1945 agree­ 
ment. Hahn explained.

That agreement permitted 
use of the land by the County 
Housing Authority for the! 
Palm Lanes Housing project1 
but gave the county itself tho 
option to buy It at the 1945 
rates

Old housing units on the 
site, most of which do not 
meet building codes, are be­ 
ing gradually vacated and will 
be cleared to make way for 
the hospital
